1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject matter of 
the independent claims could not be found and was not suggested by the prior art of record. The 
subject matter not found is an injection device comprising a needle assembly slidably disposed in 
a tubular member, the external diameter of the needle assembly approximating the internal 
diameter of the tubular member so that the needle assembly does not buckle within the tubular 
member during puncture of the muscle tissue thereby allowing substantially one to one 
movement between the distal end proximal extremities of the needle assembly, in combination 
with the features of the invention substantially as claimed. 

2. Also not found is an injection device comprising a first tubular member, a second tubular 
member extending though the proximal opening of the first tubular member, a reservoir of 
biocompatible composition and biocompatible solvent coupled to the proximal extremity of the 
second tubular member, the first tubular member having a port distal of the proximal opening 
coupled to a reservoir of biocompatible solvent, in combination with the features of the invention 
substantially as claimed.
